Prrrsnvae, Oct. 21.—Last week, W. 
C. Cronemyer, of the United States 
Iron and Steel Tin Plate works, at 
Demmiler, Pa., sent President Harri- 
son a box of tin manufactured at the 
Demmiler works. This morning 
OCronemyer received the following let- 
ter from President Harrison: ‘‘Wash- 
ington, October, 19th. My dear sir: 
l have your letter of October 15th,and 
also the box of bright tin plate which 
you sent as a specimen of the product 
being turned out by the United States 
Iron’and Tin Plate Company. I have 
no skill in determining the character 
of this work, but to the eye, it seems 
to be eminently satisfactory, and I 
thank you for this evidence of the new 
industry that has been established io 
the United States. I cannot quite 
understand how any American can 
doubt that we have the mechanical 
skill and business sagacity to establish 
successfully here, the manufacture of 
tin plate. No other country has cer- 
tainly surpassed the United States in 
the inventive genius of its citizens, or 
in the business sagacity of its capital- 
ists. Itis surprising to me that any 


patriotic American should approach | 


this question with the desire to see 
this great and interesting experiment 
fail, or with the unwillingness to ac- 
cept the evidences of its success. It 
will be a great step in the direction of 
commercial independence, when we 
produce our own tin plate. It seems 
to me nothing, unless it be lack of 
faith in the maintenance of the present 
law, can thwart this desirable achieve- 
ment. I can understand bow our 
success should be doubted; find our 
failure accepted with satisfaction in 
Wales, bit I cannot understand how 
ary Anwrican can take that view of 
the question, or why he should always 
approach ‘every evidence of thie suc. 
cessful establishment of this industry 
in this country, with a disposition. to 
discredit and reject it.. If the great 
experiméfitiis to fail, our own people 
should not add to the mortification of | 
the failure, the crime of r 2joicing in it.

More Iuformation About the Werk | 
of the State Board of Assessors 
and Equalization. 


The Carson Appeal says that be- | 
fore the horizontal raise in the several | 
counties in this State the total valua- 
tion of 901 miles of road in this State: 
was $8,384,000. It now stands $10,- 
807,798, an increase of over $1,000 a 
wile. 


In 1890 the total valuation of prop- 
erty in this State was $24,600,000. It 
now stands after the raise at $30,000,- 
000 in round numbers. Ont of the to- 
tat valuation of over thirty millions 
the railroads pay ten millions. 

The Board did not assess the Austin 
City R. R., the Lake Tahoe Lumber 
and Flame Co., the Sierra Nevada 
Wood and Lumber Co. R. R., Dayton, 
Sutro and Carson Valley R. R., Oregon 
Short Line and Utah R. R. It was 
held that they were not railroads at 
all onder the law, as they carried 

neither public freight or passengers. 
They were private concerns and rated 
by the County Assessors. Last year 
they were rated as railroad property. 

In 1890 the railroad property of Ne- 
vada was assessed as $8,896,765. 

It is now assessed as $10,807,793 
under the new rating, an increase 
over last year of $1,910,928.

Five miles up the lake we came to 
our camp, “The Willows.”’ With 
hearty good will we all got to work 
and soon our camp fire sent up its 
signal of coming good times, and then 
diuner. And pow the moon came to 
greet us and every prosaic detail 
chan into beautiful parts of the 
fairylike scene. Out on the water 
next and the echves blended their 
sweet notes with our songs. Ah! that 
first night out in the beautiful moon- 
light; who will forget it? 

Seven o’clock came early the next 
morning but found the men of the 
party ready for their long ride to the 
head of the lake.

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A WONDERFUL INVENTION, ~ 
4 Boon For the Steckmen ef Ne- 


vada. 

Winter before last, Jake McKissick 
had, onder the care of Charley Wor- 
land, formerly of Reno bat now of 
Montana, eleven thousand sheep in 
four bands located in Duck Valley. 
One of the bands was in charge of 
foreman Wm. Koss, commonly called 
“Governor.” 

As the wintry winds began to blow 
and snowfakes clouded the sky, the 
“Governor” repeatedly advised Mr. 
Worland to move the sheep some 1,500 
feet lower, out of the snowy belt. He 
was met with the order to not remove 


them until the snow was a foot deep. 
The wintry flakes increased inch by 
inciy @id the ‘‘Governor,”’ despite his 
orders, determined to move his band 
westward and downward to the pla- 
teau of safety in the valleys below. 

Nevertheless, there is an old adage 
among sheepmen ‘‘to obey orders 
even if you break owners,” and with 
metaphysical wit, he determined ona 
plan to carry sheep orders on both 
shoniders. As tbe snowfall near the 
mountains was heavier than in the 
valley, Governor Koss bad his camp- 
tender to carefully measure its depth 
®very morning and move the sheep 
west and downward, accordingly, as 
its depth should not be over a foot. 

Six of the eleven thousand finally 
arrived in safe quarters, including 
1800 ewes belonging to Jas. Sallivan, 
and Charley Worland had to report 
their loses to Uncle Jake, which broke 
him all up. The novelty of the 
scheme, however, whereby Ross 
obeyed orders and at the same time 
gaved over halfof his sheep in that 
terrible winter, by moving sidewise in 
strips, caused a vein of invention to 
spring upio the cabeza of Charley 
Worland, who has drifted north to 
Montana and is now interested in 
sheep ventures. 

A letter recently received here from 
him states that he is about to receive 
a patent on a sheep and cattle travers- 
ing snow-plow. Whenever his flock 
or herd is foundered in snow, he will 
start his plow and make to earthbed 
a deep, wide trench a mile or two in 
length, in which the animals may 
leisurely crop the sagebrush: and other 
nutritious vegetables. Protected by 
the windows of snow from both wind 
and coyotes, the sheep can malch 
their fodder undisturbed. Meanwhile 
his men willbe preparing a similar 
trench adjoining, for the next day’s 
oceupancy, and by this simple and 
convenient method he will work ten 
thourand head of sheep, trench by 
trench, through Montana and into 
Utah—all according to Col. Irish’s 
weather prophesies furnished through 
the signal bureau dav by day. 

The plow will be fifteen feet wide 
and be able to remove a depth of five 
feet of snow, leaving the wild and 
white sage exposed, and Mr. Worland 
anticipates making a fortune out of it, 
besides enjoying the pleasure of drilt- 
ing with the snowflakes every winter, 
to and fro, through the grand moun- 
tain bcenery of this elegant western 
country.

minimum size of an object in the moon 
discernible by the aid of the telescope 
from the earth. Soan object must be 
180 feet wide or thick to be more than 
an appreciable dot. I have made the 
most liberal allowances in this ecompu- 
tation. The atmospheric conditions 
must be perfect and 2,000 is an unusual- 
ly high power to be used by a working 
astronomer. | 

“If an object must be 180 feet thick 
to be seen from the earth on the moon 
it would be best to make it 200 feet. To 
give the inhabitants of the moon an 
idea that there are intelligent beings on 
earth it would be necessary to place, 
say,.three objects in view of the moon's 
people, let them remain for a time ar- 
ranged atthe anglesof a triangle. Then 
they might be changed so as to be in a 
straight line. The man in the moon see- 
ing these phenomena might conclude 
that there were intelligent beings on 
earth and arrange for some correspond- 
ing‘signal to the inhabitants of earth. 
But while this seems possible it shows 
how preposterous would bethe attempt 
to determine with the most powerful 
telescope now in use whether the moon 
is inhabited. 

“Now, as to the proposed communi- 
cation with Mars. At the time when 
Mars and the earth are nearest to each 
other—are in perihelion--the distance 
is in round numbers 35,000,000 of miles. 
Take half this distance and you have 
17,500,000 as the number of vards that 
répresents the size of an object in Mars 
shat could be seen that distance with 

naked eye. Divide this by 2,000, the 

r of the bigest telescope, and you 

nut 7Ias tas smalest ob- 

ject plainly discernible at such a dis- 

tance with the telescope. This is equal 
to about five miles. 

‘‘An object in the planet Mars could 
be perceived as a little larger than a 
dot with the aid of the largest refrac- 
tor and under the most favorable, in 
fact absolutely perfect, atmospheric 
and other conditions if it was five miles 
in diameter. This is when the planet is 
nearest to us. On the other hand, at 
that time nothing on the earth could be 
discerned from Mars, begause the earth 
would be in a straight line belween the 
two and in the blaze of the sun’s light. 
An inhabitant of that planet would 
have to wait until the earth was in 
some other part of its orbit, and the 
distance between the earth and Mars 
would then be many times as great as 
in perihelion, So it would be necessary 
to construct an object, to be discernible 
on the earth from Mars, say twenty 
miles in diameter. It might be circu- 
lar in form. Other structures not in- 
ferior in size would have to be erected 
at distances of. not less than twenty 
miles from each other. Then after these 
had remained for atime their relative 
positions might be changed. These 
bodies, moreover, to be clearly dis- 
tinrmished from the surface of Mars, 
mnst be intensely luminous. A solid 
ball of electric ight twenty miles in 
diameter would suflice. 

‘Considering the size of the structure 
required, their distance from each other 
and the necessity of thaazing their 
places to indicate to,a man in Mars that 
these luminou ; structures were the re- 
sult of inteliicent action are not 
natural phenomena! The sum be- 
queathed by the French nun may be 
seen to be greatly inadequate. The Aca- 
demy' of Science at Paris muy for this 
reason refuse to accept the bequest. If 
the sum were offered for a prize essay 
on some plan for accomn'ishing com- 
munication with a sister sphere it would 
be mare reasonable.

Beech’s Tea (Sun-ried). 

Couceruing s.n-dried teas the peopleof the 
Pacific Coast have heard but little and know 
less, although it is exteusive!y used where it 
ia Known and understood. We are told that 
when tea is so poor it cannot be sold at home 
or safely shipped tothe English markets, it is 
shipped to America; that we will drink any- 
thing. That may possibly be one of the rea- 
eons we have not been offered sun-dried teas 
They were good enough to send elsewhere, 

The sun-dried teas being sun-cured, no 
coloring ma‘tert is used, hence nothing but 
pure tea leaves can be emrieyed; for unas 
sisted by manipniation or coloring, all at 
tem pts at adulteration or the Introduction of 
foreign leaves or materia! would be bold and 
glaring. That It is, therefore, sweeter and far 
more fragraut than the artificially colored 
green ceas aud the manipulated basket or 
pan-fired teas, you hardly need betold. That 
it is more health/ul than the mineral-colored 
teas, is also apparent. That it is more expen- 
sive, is als true; and that is another reason 
you have never seen it.
